The close victory of President Ford over Ronald Reagan 
in Tuesday’s New Hampshire primary, coupled with the clear 
win in the Democrats’ camp by Jimmy Carter, will go a long 
way to stir up interest and passion as the U.S. presidential 
election process makes its way from now until November. 
What happens now is that everybody starts talking about 
how tenuous a grip Gerald Ford has on the Republican Party 
nomination, and every national magazine in America will run 
a cover story about Jimmy Carter and his surprisingly strong 
showing in the race to date. 

What comes next are several months of passionate, flam¬ 
boyant talk, including such vapid but eleotoraliy effective 
statements as George Wallace -talking about pointy-headed 
Washington bureaucrats and Ronald Reagan saying he’ll meet 
the Russians head-on wherever they decide to go next. Now 
that President Ford sees his national vote-getting power may 
not be as strong as it is in Michigan, he’ll also probably go 
around making some more exciting speeches.

Arab health ministers conference ends 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Ad Dustour, Al-Ra’i and Ash 
Shaab newspapers Wednesday 
commented on three different 
topics—Israel’s intentions, an 
all-Lebanese Government and 
Mr Brezhnev’s speech before 
the Soviet Communist Party 
meeting in Moscow. 

Ad Dustour said that follow¬ 
ing the Israeli cabinet decision 
to authorise the United States 
to discuss the possibility of a 
non-belligerency agreement bet¬ 
ween the Arabs and Israel, two 
Israeli senior officials came out 
to disclose the Zionist's con¬ 
cealed unwillingness to end the 
state of belligerency. The Israe¬ 
li Chief of Staff. Mordechai 
Gur, in a conceited declaration 
said that Israel was ready to 
fight Iraq and Saudi Arabi, in 
addition to the confrontation 
countries... At the same time, 
the Israeli Finance Minister, 
Rabinovich, told the Kenesset 
that in his present budget the 
allocations for social services 
have been drastically cut down, 
in favour of defence expenses 
which amounted to 35 per cent 
of the gross national product. 

“These announcements wh¬ 
ich coincide with the arrival of 
the Assistant Secretary Gene¬ 
ral of the United Nations in the 
Middle East to sound out the 
possibilities of peace, are self- 
revealing," said the newspaper. 
They indicate that Israel’s only 
aim was, and still is to conti¬ 
nue the state of belligerency 
and to persist in its aggressive 
policy of usurping Arab land 
and embezzling Arab rights. 

Ar-Rai was of Che opinion 
that what Lebanon needs now 
is a government representing 
all the Lebanese within the con¬ 
text of no victor and no van¬ 
quished... “National reconcilia¬ 
tion and the new national cov¬ 
enant ought to be brought abo¬ 
ut not merely by halting the 
fighting but by concerted eff¬ 
orts on the part of all the Leb¬ 


anese to participate in an en¬ 
larged government, that would 
speak one language only—the 
language of the future of Leb¬ 
anon," said the paper. 

Al-Ra’i called upon all the 
Lebanese—the right, the left or 
any other party or parties, to 
speedily bury the hatchet and 
cooperate in good faith with 
Syrian mediation efforts to nor¬ 
malise the situation, where the 
most important element would 
be the formation of an admi¬ 
nistration representative of all 
Lebanese factions. 

The Ash-Shaab editorial gave 
special prominence to Mr Brez¬ 
hnev's speech in the Soviet 
Communist Party meeting. “The 
speech was a political docu¬ 
ment of great significance, be¬ 
cause it was voiced by the poli¬ 
tical leader of one of the two 
superpowers." 

Brezhnev, the paper added, 
has emphasised his country’s 
keen desire to maintain very 
cordial relations with the Arab 
countries in general. He warn¬ 
ed of the renewal of hostilities 
in the Middle East, as long as 
Israel insisted on its policy of 
occupation. The Soviet leader 
tried to be even-handed when 
he stated the Soviet Union's 
willingness to guarantee—with 
other world .powers—the inte¬ 
grity and sovereignty of all 
Middle Eastern countries. 

“If we as Arabs, because of 
America’s total bias for Israel, 
sometimes complain that the 
Soviet Union does not interpret 
its friendship to the Arabs in 
the same way as does America 
in its relations with Israel, the 
fact remains that the Soviet 
Union is a friend of the Arabs. 

“Any attempt to remove the 
Soviet Union from the region, 
for whatever reason, constitu¬ 
tes a wrong move and a free 
service to the enemy,” it ad¬ 
ded. 


AMMAN. — The Arab Health 
Ministers Conference wound 
up its activities in Amman 
Wednesday with a recommen¬ 
dation on setting up an Arab 
Fund for Health Development 
with a $1 million budget, medi¬ 
cal support for the Palestinian 
revolution and backing for an 
Arab centre for research on di¬ 
sease. 

The Conference also decided 
to raise relief funds to Lebanon 
and reviewed the latest deve¬ 
lopments on the deteriorating 
health situation in the occupied 
Arab territories. 

The Arab Health Ministers 
also accused Israel of disregar¬ 
ding international resolutions 
related to the health of inha¬ 
bitants of Israeli-occupiedArab 
territories. 

A statement following the 
three-day conference said the 
Israeli authorities had failed to 
provide ‘‘the legitimate owners 
of the land with the, simplest 
forms of medical.care.”-- - 

It called on the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) to take 
steps to enable a three-man 
U.N. committee entrusted with 
a fact-finding mission in the 
occupied territories to carry 
out its task. 

Israel has refused to permit 
the committee to -visit the oc¬ 
cupied areas, accusing it of 
bias. 

The statement appealed to 
the Director-General and the 
Regional Director of the WHO 
to make further efforts to im¬ 
prove health and living condi¬ 
tions in occupied territories. 

The Conference recommend¬ 
ed unified regulations for 
health administration in the 
Arab countries and further le¬ 
gislation on the lines of the 
draft law for the practice of 
dentistry and veterinary jnedi- 
cine. A unified law for the pra¬ 
ctice of pharmacy throughout 
the Arab World is currently 
being studied. 

Steps by the World Health 


Organisation (WHO) to make 
Arabic an official language for 
its meetings were praised by 
the conferees. The Council also 
decided to support Qatar's can¬ 
didacy to the membership of 
the WHO's Executive Bureau. 

Iranian agriculturist 
to help pash back 
desert 

AMMAN. — A senior Iran¬ 
ian agriculturist, Khalid Ber- 
in, Wednesday arrived here on 
a two-week visit to Jordan to 
advise on plans to stabilise 
sand drift in the Rum and Dis- 
seh region, in southern Jordan. 

The Iranian government has 
already contributed J.D. 25,000 
for this project which aims at 
the stabilisation of sand drift 
in an area of fifty thousand 
dunums, to protect the trees 
and forestry stations in the 
two localities. 


It also approved the establi¬ 
shment of a pharmaceutical 
industry to produce Variolo¬ 
vaccine, whey, and vaccination 
serum to help the Arab coun¬ 
tries on the road to self suffi¬ 
ciency in the medical field. 

The Conference also called 
upon all Arab countries to con¬ 
tribute to international re¬ 
search on cancer. 

The Conference approved 
the transfer of $ 100,000 from 
the Arab Health Development 
Fund to the regional east 
Mediterranean office as contri¬ 
bution to the anti-malaria pro¬ 
gramme in North Yemen. The 
Council also recommended that 
physical checkups should be 
carried out on all pilgrims tra¬ 
velling to Saudi Arabia. 

A committee was set up to 
check on the health conditions 
in Somalia following the 
drought season there. 


PUBLIC NOTICE 


The Overseas Citizens Voting Rights Act of

The 1975 Act requires that an application for 
registration be received by State election officials at 
least 30 days before election day in order to be given 
consideration.
